MOSOOW. May 28 fAF).— 
Chancellor Bruno Krelsby of 
Austeia arrived today on a four- 
day official visit aimed at boost- 
ing tirade.

—At least six persons were killed 
and 94 persons were Injured to- 
day when a time bomb hidden 
in a plastic garbage bag explod- 
ed during an antl-Fascist rally 
in the heart of this industrial 
town near Milan. 

Police said at least four of the 
dead were women. Hospital of- 
ficials said eight of toe injured 
were in critical condition. 

The midmoraing explosion, 
Italy's worst terrorist attack since 
1969, ripped through a crowd of 
3,000 students and workers ob- 
serving a haH-day strike. 

The strike had been called by 
a local anti-Fascist committee to 
protest “Fascist schemes” during 
a resurgence of extremist violence 
in this city of 150,000. 

Police said that toe explosive 
charge had been placed In a 
doorway where dozens of demon- 
strators gathered for shelter from 
rain during the rally. 

Police immediately encircled 
Brescia with roadblocks and said 
they were looking for four or 
five young neo- Fascists in con- 
nection with the attack. 

The Black Order 

The blast came during an of- 
ficial inquiry into extreme right- 
ist activity spearheaded by an 
underground group calling itself 
the Black Order. 

Brescia has been described for 
weeks ss a major center of neo- 
Fascist troublemaking.

Crop Conditions 
Better in World 
Grain Regions 

WASHINGTON, May 38 lAFi. 
—World crop conditions this 
spring, a factor that will weigh 
heavily on U. 6. farm exports 
next winter, improved in some 
major grain areas in late April 
and early May, the Agriculture 
Department reports. 

The -improvement was mast ap- 
parent in Eastern Europe and in 
southwestern portions of toe 
Soviet Union, where widespread 
rains relieved dry conditions. 

“The drought-plagued Sahel 
region of Africa remained dry 
except for toe extreme east por- 
tion,” toe agency said. “How- 
ever. good rains fell in Ethiopia, 
Kenya and Tanzania” 

Officials said that April 
showers improved prospects for 
crops in India and Bangladesh. 

The report said Canada is 
boosting wheat plantings by 
about two million acres this 
spring and corn by 100,000 acres, 
while those for rye and oats are 
about the same as last year. The 
officials said China, currently a 
billian-doU&r customer ot U. S. 
farmers, has “about normal” 
moisture conditions.

Syria Says It Is in Accord With Kissinger on Most Points

DAMASCUS, May 38.— Secreta- 
ry of State Henry Kissinger and 
Syrian officials have reached 
agreement “on most of toe 
points” related to a Syrian-lsraeli 
military disengagement, a govern- 
ment communique said today. 

The statement, issued shortly 
after Mr. Kissinger flew back 
to Israel following talks with Sy- 
rian President Hafez al- 
AEsad, said: “Agreement cm most 
of toe point® related to the 'disen- 
gagement of forces was reached. 
Some limited questions are still 
under discussion.”

stayed behind in Damascus lo

with the Syrian side.”

No Farewell Remarks 
Mr. Kissinger, leaving Damas- 
cus After his unexpected shuttle 
trip here tram Israel today, did 
not make any statement on his 
monthlong peace mission. 

The secretary of state spent 
nearly four hours with Mr. Assad 
and paid a brief call, described 
by American, officials as & cour- 
tesy visit, Op. Soviet Foreign Min-

25,000 Dead in 10- Year Mozambique War

' NAMPULA, Mozambique I NTT'. 
—In a decade of war between 
the Portuguese Army and the 
Mozambique Liberation Front, 
about 25,000 people have been 
killed, several times that number 
wounded and nearly a million 
displaced. 

The lass of crops, houses ana 
other possessions has been disas- 
trous but because the area has a 
low-subsistence economy involv- 
ing almost no money, a financial 
estimate of the war damage is 
not available. If it were, ii would 
be low by the standards of mod- 
ern warfare. 


Principal War Aim 

The guerrillas appear to ha*, e 
faros close to achieving their 
principal war aim; They have 
made dominance over Mozam- 
bique so costly and demoralizing 
for Lisbon that a new regime, 
product of a coup resulting in 
great measure from military 
and civilian discontent over a 
seemingly unending war, is seek- 
ing peace in the knowledge that 
It is likely to lead, sooner or 
later, to Independence.

Sadat Message 
To Russia Said to 
Mark End of Tiff 


CAIRO, May 28 i^NYT'.— Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat, in a warm 
message to Soviet party chairman 
Leonid Brezhnev, said today that 
Egypt continued to regard the 
friendship of the Soviet Union 
as a -main pillar” for peace- 
loving people". 


The message, made public by 
the official Middle East News 
Agency, was the latest In a series 
of signs that surface normality 
has been restored in relations 
between Moscow and Cairo after 
a winter of friction. 


The chill between the two 
countries stemmed from a Soviet 
refusal to give Egypt more arms 
after the October war and from 
Mr. Sadat's decision to resume 
close relations with the United 
States and rely on Secretary of 
State Henry K issinger's personal 
mediation. 


Mr. Sadat, who had made sev- 
eral bitter statements in March 
and early April about the Soviet 
Union's unwillingness to supply 
more arms, has not repeated his 
accusations in recent weeks.

But last week the Soviet nego- 
tiator for the gas projects, Deputy 
Trade Minister Vladimir Alkhi- 
mov. arrived in Washington for 
talks with administration offi- 
cials. According to one report, 
be gave no intimation that the 
Russians had lost interest. 

Last week William Casey, chair- 
man of the US. Export-Import 
Bank, conferred here about the 
fi nan cing of Siberian gas explo- 
ration with Mr. Alkhimov and 
with the chief Japanese negotia- 
tor. Hiroshi Anzai, board chair- 
man of the Tokyo Gas Co. 

One official said it appeared 
then that the Soviet Union was 
“just as interested as ever.” 
Meanwhile, Japan has been Urg- 
ing the United States to move 
ahead. 

An industry source here said 
that Mr. Shashin’s statement 
might have been a “negotiating 
tactic'’ to force the United States 
and Japan to move more quickly 
in concluding their plans. 

One UjS. official speculated 
that rhe remarks may have re- 
flected infighting in the Soviet 
bureaucracy over priorities in the 
1975-1980 five-year plan. 

Soviet officials, who asked not 
to be named, expressed surprise 
at the suggestion, that the gas 
projects might not go forward. 

“I think it's a misunderstand- 
ing" one high official said. "We 
have our negotiations with Japan 
and with your country. As far as 
I know, both sides are interested, 
the Japanese government and the 
American companies. We are pa- 
tient.

U.S. High Court 
Cites Rule for

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New-Look French President 


president Valery Giscard d'Estaing's in- 
duction into office was attended by the kind 
ef novelty that seemed to echo "the Immense 
wave of sound" which the new French Pres- 
ident said he heard during the campaign: 
the call for change. Gone were the Napo- 
leonic trappings that traditionally invest a 
president of the Republic— the guards wear- 
ing the helmets of dragoons of the Grande 
Annee: even the draping o* the collar of 
the Legion of Honor around the neck of the 
order's new grand master— Instead, the in- 
signia of the office was handed to him. 

Gone. too. were some of the more practical 
vestiges of the Third and Fourth Republics. 
Neither the President nor hts prime minister. 
Jacques Chirac, are politicians of the old 
school, although both have demonstrated 
abilities in the political area: both are. 
rather, able products of the higher levels of 
the civil service, former students at the 
National School, of Administration, which 
bears much the same relation to the ad- 
ministrative side of the French government 
that, say. the Harvard Business School does 
to American commerce and industry. 

So, the Giscard d’Estaing government al- 
ready bears the signs of change. 3ut 
whether it will in fact bring about the "new 
era"' that the President promised Is another 
■matter. Much depends on the ability of the 
President and prime minister to rally the 
National Assembly behind them, after a 
narrow victory at the polls which left many 
Gaullists doubly disgruntled: at Giscard 
d’Estaing’s victory over their own Chaban- 


Delmas. and at Chirac’s breaking away from 
their ranks. And the Gaallist party— or at 
least the mood that held the Gaullists to- 
gether in the past— is vital to the legislative 
success of any program. 

The new President faces a world that is 
also new. in many aspects, and highly fluid. 
Politically, there are few fixed points on 
today’s globe; the old confrontation of the 
great powers has shifted to something else, 
although what that is precisely few can say. 
The old economic patterns have been dis- 
rupted and the results are bringing disrup- 
tion — it is significant, for example, that two 
of the most portentous events that have en- 
gaged world attention have been the rail- 
road strike in India, which Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi broke, but at a cost that was 
yet to be totted up. and the general strike 
in Ulster, which has all the elements of 
civil war. 

There is little apparent political stability 
In any of the existing governmental pro- 
cesses around tbe world, from those of 
China to Luxembourg, and Innovative states- 
manship is at a premium everywhere. 
France must have newness in its government 
if it is to match a new world in the making 
— and what forms that newness will take, 
how successful it will be, whether it will 
satisfy the objective needs of the state or 
the subjective demands of its people, depend 
on the leadership that President Giscard 
d'Estamg can supply. For a world in which 
France has always been Important — some- 
times annoyingly so. often Inspiringly — the 
answer will be awaited with suspense. 


Limits of Power... 


A federal judge has scuttled the Nixon ad- 
ministration's claim that the powers of the 
presidency are virtually unlimited. In rul- 
ing on preliminary matters In the trial of 
those accused of violating the civil rights of 
Dr. Lewis Fielding, Daniel Elisberg's psy- 
chiatrist, Judge Gerhard Gesell has rejected 
the claim that a burglary committed by the 
White House “plumbers" was consonant with 
the Constitution under a vague delegation 
of national security powers by the President. 

After noting that no evidence had been 
produced to show that Mr. Nixon had ever 
specifically sanctioned the break-in. Judge 
Gesell ruled that the President's inherent 
powers to conduct foreign affairs do not 
include the right to authorize the warrant- 
less entering of the homes end offices of 
inn oeenft American citizens. 

There Is nothin? quite so threatening to 
the security of a free people as the notion 
that their basic freedoms can be suspended 
in order to deal with perceived exigencies or 
the moment. Yet, from the Illegal Houston 
plan of White House counter-intelligence to

In ruling that the national security tent 
cannot be stretched to cover illegal entry. 
Judge Gesell also, in effect, warned Presi- 
dent Nixon that his stonewalling may be 
tantamount to obstruction of justice. 

Since the case involves decisions or actions 
taken by Mr. Ehrlichman and Charles Col- 
eon. both former presidential aides, their 
White House files and records are undeniably 
pertinent to their defense. At. issue is not, 
as presidential lawyer James St. Clair has 
claimed, the confidentiality of "the decision- 
making process of the executive branch": 
the question is simply what was said and 
done to authorize the break-in. 

In response to Mr. St. Clair's maneuver. 


the Justice Department's stubborn insistence 
on the constitutionality of warrantless wire- 
taps and. finally, to the assertion that the 
Constitution allowed the burglarising of Dr. 
Fielding's of flee, these abuses of power had 
become the Nixon administration’s standard 
operation procedures 

In applying the doctrine of inherent pres- 
idential powers to an undefined area of na- 
tional security during his testimony before 
the Senate Watergate committee last sum- 
mer. John Ehrlichman even declined to 
draw the line at. possible murder ordered 
for such purposes 

Judge Gesell, finding no such difficulty in 
defining the Constitution's mandate, wrote: 
"The Fourth Amendment protects the pri- 
vacy of citizens against unreasonable and un- 
restrained intrusion by government officials 
and their agents. It is not theoretical. It 
lies at the heart, of our free society."’ Th*» 
point is as simple as it is basic. It concerns 
fundamental freedoms which cannot be 
ignored or suspended If democratic govern- 
ment under law is to endure. 

Under Law 

Judge Gesell said Mr. Nixon's refusal to turn 
over the subpoenaed documents would de- 
prive the defendants of a fair trial, thus forc- 
ing the court to dismiss the case. It would 
then place the President in the position of 
•'deliberately" aborting the trial. 

The question thus narrows. In Judge 
Gesell's words, to "the President's duty to 
enforce the criminal laws of this country 
where his former con federates are under 
indictment."' That is the judicial message 
Mr. St. Clair took to tbe President, it is a 
message The House Judiciary Committee 
should also find difficult to ignore.

U.S. Interests 

"So the bases serve only Amer- 
ican national interests, not Thai- 
land's interests," he said. 

In fact, he continued, the bases 
are an impediment to improved 
relations with China and, particu- 
larly. North Vietnam— which, in 
rheory. could again he pounded 
by Thai-based B-52s if Hanoi 
launched an all-out offensive in 
South Vietnam. 

In pursuit of better relations 
with China and North Viet nam .

At Mao's Side 


The principal cynosure of at- 
tention is Premier Chou En-lai, 
76, and almost as weather-beaten 
as Mho, who is 81. Chou has cut 
his work load by eliminating most 
purely protocol functions. Never- 
theless, he is obviously not in- 
capacitated and continues to con- 
fer with distinguished visitors 
like Heath, often at Mao's side, 
if not always seated at the chair- 
man's right. 

Chou's gradual dim i irishmen t 
in public stature stems partly 
from political causes. There is so 
way of knowing whether this is 
a temporary trend— as is often 
the case in China— or how far it 


will go. Either he is losing power 
—or he prefers to seen to be los- 
ing it while reassembling his 
forces in order to stage a later 
comeback. 

A third possibility is that a 
compromise has been arranged 
between his "conservative” sup- 
porters and his "radical” enemies 
who have been gunning for him 
in the anti-Confucius campaign. 
In that event, the "radicals" Hike 
Mao’s wife, Chlang Chingl may 
have reduced the intensity of 
their attacks in exchange for 
"conservative'* agreement to ap- 
pear to play a less important 
role. 

This political infighting, what- 
ever Its outcome, has somewhat 
altered the positions of several 
leaders. Teag Hsiao-ping, a dep- 
uty premier who has suddenly 
returned to prominence, sat on 
Mao's right (in Chou’s usual 
place) when the Chairman re- 
ceived Heath. 

But Teng, who was restored to 
the Politburo after seven years of 
exile following the first Cultural 
Revolution, is not considered 
hostile to Chou. ' Like the pre- 
mier, he is known as an able ad- 
ministrator. . He is about seventy 
and unlikely to claim top prece- 
dence in tbe post-Mao era. 

While Teng seems to have care- 
fully cultivated Madame Chlang 
Ching, who used to dislike him ■ 
—and this may make him a use- 
ful symbol of compromise— few 
important policy changes, have 
accompanied his recent rise, pre- 
sumably at Chou’s expense. There' 
is a new wave of xenophobia but 
it doesn't , appear as ardent as 
some of its predecessors. 

There seems to be no difference 
between Chinese factions con- 
cerning Soviet policy today. If 


anything the “rwUcaas**. may 
prove more violently- anti- Russian 
than the “conservatives?' because 
the former, as good doctrinaire 
Marxists, oppose any kind of 
revisionism — the current Peking 
name for Brezhnev’s doctrine. 

What is probably the case In 
China now is that affairs are 
being administered increasingly 
by tbe Politburo, as a committee, 
and less completely by Chou, air 
though always in the name of 
Chairman Mao. This has been 
a normal development in most 
Communist states during the past 
decade — even when they disagree 
on other things. 

The principal “radical" leaders 
are thought to be three Shanghai 
bosses, Chang Chun-chiao, chair- 
man of that city’s Revolutionary 
Committee, Yao Wen-yuan, re- 
portedly Mao's son-in-law, and 
Wang Hung-wen, a party vice- 
chairman and, at 40, the young- 
est Politburo member. Chang is 
in the interesting position of also 
being dose to Chou.

WASHINGTON. May 28 iNYTi. 
— Washington and Moscow are 
pushing hard toward a new limi- 
tation on nuclear tests, hoping 
to have it ready for signing xt 
the summit meeting scheduled for 
Moscow next month. But admin- 
istration officials concede that 
the agreement is designed more 
to show that East-West accom- 
modation is still working than 
to have any real effect on arms 
control. 

The pact, termed a •'threshold'’ 
treaty, would prohibit under- 
ground nuclear tests above an 
agreed level, or threshold, of ex- 
plosive power. In the past, the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union have pronounced such 
agreements inadequate and offi- 
cials acknowledge that the pro- 
jected accord, will not prevent 
either side from developing new 
nuclear weapons. 

Informed sources said President 
Nixon and Leonid Brezhnev, the 
Soviet Communist party leader, 
decided to pursue this new ar- 
rangement for curbing tests only 
after a treaty on limitation or 
strategic nuclear arm*, which 
they really wanted and hoped 
to sign at the Moscow meeting, 
appeared jn doubt. 

Agreement In Principle 

Their goal, the officials said, 
is to announce at tbeir -meeUng 
an agreement in principle on a 
•'Uireshold'' treaty. Both nations 
are parties to the 1963 treaty 
banning nuclear explosions in tlie 
atmosphere, in space and under 
the seas. 

Officials of. different agencies 
have provided accounts of how 
lhe threshold treaty, long dis- 
counted by both sides, came to 
life and have given details of a 
200-page rater agency study that 
win lay the groundwork for So- 
viet- American agreement. 

The main points of these ac- 
counts include the following:

Several of the films reviewed at 
the Cannes festival are making 
their appearances on Parisian 
screens.

celebrated director recalls with 
overwhelming poignancy his boy- 
hood in prewar Italy. 

Opinions on Claude Lelouch's 
“Tcute une Vie" tat the Norman- 
die differ violently. Joseph Le- 
vine. th* producer of “The Grad- 
uate" and 436 other movies, be- 
lieves it is the best he ever 
caw. while Gene afcscowita of 
"Variety" believes if the worst 


film he ever saw. Taking a stand 
between these two extremes, it 
seems to me, despite its surface 
polish, disastrously over-ambitious 
and almost constantly vulgar.

Tf we are to believe its etymol-

What is a clam? 


For the Scot, usually a scallop. 
For an Englishman, probably 
only a member of the genus Mya 
• especially Mya tnmeata, which 
he calls the gaper, meaning what 
America has named the horse 
clam 1 or of the genus Mantra 
(especially Zlcctra stultonar., 
since it lives close to him, on 
the Dogger Bank). For the 
American, almost any bivalve for 
which no other name is handy. 
For the Frenchman, the Ameri- 
can hard clam or quahog, to 
which the name le clam was at- 
tached exclusively, when he im- 
ported this shellfish to bis own 
waters. And for our present pur- 
poses, anything that men have 
taken it into their heads to call 
a clam, unless it is indisputably 
something else, like what Ameri- 
cans call freshwater clams, which 
are in reality freshwater mussels, 
provided only that it is a bivalve 
moilusk. This excludes the clam 
that is a vice, the clam which 
is a dollar (originally, one may 
presume, a silver dollar), the 
clam which is a false note in 
music, the dam which is a sort 
of comb to hold feathers for 
costume decoration and the clam 


which is a ligature for the blood- 
less castration of animals. 

Clams exist in every part of 
the world. The first primitive 
clams appeared in the Ordovician 
period of the Palaeozoic era, 400 
million to 500 million years ago. 
They range in size from the 
tiniest clams of Japan, probably 
the only countoy which would go 
to the trouble of harvesting shell- 
fish so minute that It is almost 
impossible to taste them, to the 
giant clam of the Indian Ocean 
which sometimes weighs nearly 
500 pounds. 

Most clams show growth ridgea 
on their shells, from which we 
team that as a rule they live 
from one to 10 years— hut there 
is on record a Pismo dam which, 
according to its ridges, survived 
for 26. 

Shellfish must have been one 
of the easiest foods for prehistoric 
man to obtain, and the clam the 
easiest of all, since it is so often 
found on beaches uncovered twice 
daily by the tide. Veritable moun- 
tains of clamshells have been 
found in kitchen middens all over 
the world, in Scandinavia, in 
France, in Portugal, in North 
Africa, in Japan, in Brasil, in the 
United States— everywhere that 
prehistoric man has lived on the 
shores of the sea.

It is cm record that dams were 
eaten, extensively by most ancient 
peoples except the Hebrews, whose 
dietary laws admitted as kosher 
nothing from the sea which did 
not have fins and scales. Today 
clams are eaten enthusiastically 
all over the world, but warily by 
Americans, oddly, since the Unit- 
ed States is exceptionally wen 
endowed with shellfish — 500 spe- 
cies on the Pacific Coast alone. 
Americans eat enormous quanti- 
ties of shrimp, large numbers of 
lobsters— and then allow seafood 
consumption to drop off sharply, 
both for fish and shellfish, in- 
cluding «)«yns — or at least, this is 
what the official statistics say. 

True, most of the country's area 
lies Inland (though this has been 
no great obstacle . to the con- 
sumption , of seafood . since the . 
advent of the airplane), but one 
wonders nevertheless if the statis- 
tics are not deceptive. Presumably 
they are gathered from the mar- 
kets and , therefore cover only the 
Clams exploited commercially— the 
quahog, the steamer and not 
many others. But thousands of 
devoted clam Inmtars dig their 
own, and they may not be ac- 
counted for in the statistics.

Still It is possible that there 
may be some wariness about the 
clam, a persistence of prejudices 
dating from less hygienic times, 
when spaUed shellfish, which can 
indeed cause serious trouble for 
those who eat them, were en- 
countered more frequently than 
they are now. Clams are perish- 
able and go bad quickly, though 
they are less vulnerable than 
mussels, which sometimes attach 
themselves to time supports, while 
the burrowing habits of clams 
surround them with a natural 
filter against pollution from the 
adjacent water. 

Those who dig their awn dams 
can assure themselves that they 
do not come from polluted ground 
and that they are fresh; lack of 
freshness is the chief danger from 
clams bought on - the market, 
though in principle the consumer 
is adequately protected by mar- 
keting regulations end inspection. 
But to be doubly sure, buy only 
clams whose shells- are still shiny, 
and tightly closed; gaping shells 
mean that the clam is either 
dying- or dead. 

When clams are eaten raw, the 
lemon juice or vinegar sauce fre- 
quently used on them have madly 
bactericidal properties. The prac- 
tice of drinking white wine with 
clams is also held to provide a 
certain amount of protection; 
some authorities think it kills 
the Eberth bacillus which causes 
typhoid, a theory bn which St is 
perhaps not advisable' to rely. 

Fresh dams are normally a 
healthy food, rich' in. mineral' 
salts readily utitizable by the hu- 
man system because they have 
been predigested, so to speak, by 
the minute marin e aTHraalia from 
which the dam acquired them. 
Clams are more: readily assimilate " 
ed raw than cooked; -from the : 
dietary point of view cooking. Is 
undesirable .

If BEALE STREET CODED TALK 

By James Baldwin. Dial. 197 pp. §63$. 

Reviewed by Larry McMurtry 


J ames Baldwin’s new novel 
Is. very probably, his worst. 
One is sorry to say this. Tor 
James Baldwin is one of Amer- 
ica’s finest prose writers; yet this 
is a short, tired, perfunctory 
boot, unevenly written and 
poorly conceived. In the end 
Baldwin himself seems to realize 
that he isn't very interested in 
it— he winds it up abruptly, with 
a few unconvincing and indif- 
ferent pages. 

It is, basically, a love story, 
told from the point of new of 
a young black woman named 
Tish. Her lover is a young black 
wnn named Ponny. who wants to 
be a great sculptor. Fonny. un- 
fortunately. has been wrongly 
accused of the rape of a Puerto 
Rican woman, and is in a New 
York City prison awaiting trial 
Tish is pregnant, and she and 
her family and Fonny’s family 
are trying desperately to get him 
out of jail before the baby is 
born. 

In this they fail. The white 
man’s System is too poweriul.. 
The Puerto Rican woman flees 
the country, the trial is delayed. 
Fanny's father kills himself in 
despair, and Tish's labor begins 
as the book ends. 

Injustice is. of course, an un- 
avoidable theme for Baldwin; it 
has Nwi. and rightly, the domi- 
nant theme of all his Hction, and 
of his brilliant non-fiction, as 
well. No writer, white or black, 
has written much more elo- 
quently or much more passion- 
ately of injustice than Baldwin. 
One" cannot but think, however, 
that now. if it is at all possible, 
he ought to try to write- of 
something else. The fact that, 
for him. it is an unavoidable 
theme does not excuse him for 
handling it as . sloppily as 1 he 
handles it here. 

Baldwin ought to realize that 
a fiction peopled entirely with 
black victims Is a fiction that 
is finally self-defeating. For 
readers to care about these black 
victims, Baldwin must first sum- 
mon at least a little artistic 
.energy and invest his characters 
with some' semblance of fictive 
lire. He has to ^ work before we 
are going to care; he cannot 
convince by merely repeating 
over and over again old set 
pieces about what a disaster it 
is to be barn blade In the United 
States. 

Baldwin Is now perilously close 
to that stage of artistic inversion 
at which a writer begins to par- 
ody his own best writing. Fer- 
liaps only a new theme can . save 
a writer from doing this, and 
perhaps Baldwin has sensed the 
danger and attempted to respcauT 
—not with a new theme, but with 
a feat of technical virtuosity. 
He hflj? chosen to tell all but a 


little of his tale from the p 
dI view of Tish. the 19-ycai 
pregnant black girL 

This might be thought to i 
daring choice of point of \ 
but in reality it is artistic 
judgment. To achieve the 
fecis he seeks Baldwin need 
be able to display the full 
sources of liis remarkable l 
ligencc. He writes a sa 
highly articulated prose, ant 
needs every nuance of artii 
tion he can get. He is- a g 
stylist . when writing in his 
voice, but there is a vast di 
ence between his own voice 
that of any 19-year-old blaei- 
white, male or female. 

If Beale Street could lal 
doubt that anyone on it w 
sound like the Tish of this b 
nor would anyone on it n . 
like James Baldwin sounds v 
he is writing well. He is goo 
dialogue, and the .scenes in w 
Tisli's family sits around ' 
gether talking over their pi 
are easily the best scenes in 
book. When the needs of. 
narrative force him to stay v 
in Tish, however, the writin 
very forced and awkward 
doesn’t sound the way a ip-j 
old girl sounds, nor dees it sc 
like the full, complex voice 
James Baldwin. 

Ao other disadvantage of 
point of view Is that it keeps 
boy. Fonny. from being 
realized as a character. We 
him through Tish's eyes, anc 
see him. very briefly, from 
omniscient stance Baldwin 
sometimes forced to assume, 
by and large he is too off-s: 
'too sketchy, and we never 
velop a sufficient feeling ror 
Finally, it is -not true, as . 
publishers claim, that the t 
is free of ' polemic. It'.is pol. 
from first, to last, but pol 
awkwardly, almost' indiffen 
fictionalized. We .have heai 
all before and heard it a t 
deal better put, and from.! 
win himself.

England to Test East Germany in Soccer

LONDON. May 28 tIHT).— 
How good is East Germany? That 
question may be answered tomor- 
row. Can England retain the 
UEFA Cup? That question will 
be answered tomorrow. 

In Leipsig. England plays East 
Germany for the first time since 
1963, when England won, 2-1. In 
Rotterdam, Tottenham H otspu r 
plays the second leg of the UEFA 
Cup final against Heyenoord, the 
Dutch team which four years ago 
won the European Cup. 

The Leipsig match is difficult 
to forecast, largely because one 
is not quite sure how far the East 
Germans will exert themselves, 
how much they will reveal. 
George Buschner, their manager, 


is a wily man. who on the occa- 
sion of their most recent home 
match put out a much-weakened 
team. He is particularly anxious 
to give nothing away to Helmut 
Schoen, his West German rival, 
for the two countries play in the 
same World Cup qualifying 
group, with a great crescendo in 
prospect at Hamburg, 

This England team, however, is 
not one to be taken lightly. Were 
the East Germans to win, it would 
be far the first time ever, and it 
would give their morale great im- 
petus.

Khiva: Monument to Silk and Spice Route

1£HIVA, UBJBR— -Out of China and 
l» Tnrfio thp mart** their 


India, fhe long caravans made their 
way across the hot, high valley to Samar- 
kand. Seven days later they reached 
Bukhara. Ten or 12 days later, those that 
split north reached Khiva. 

Centuries have passed that old silk 
and spice route is a memory. Samarkand 
»nH Bukhara are mixtures of modern 
Soviet and ancient Asian styles but Khiva 
remains, a living museum of the old world. 

One of only two museum towns in the 
Soviet Union, Khiva Is slowly being restor- 
ed so that its dozens of ancient mosques, 
mausoleums, schools and houses will stand 
again as monuments to the old culture of 
Uzbekistan, the Soviet Central Asla n 
republic which historically was a cross- 
roads of the ancient world. 

The Mongols, Arabs. Persians, Turks and 
Russians have all left thpir marks on 
Uzbekistan. When the Bolshevik revolu- 
tion swept the old Russian empire, Bukhara 
and Khiva were still ruled by local khans. 

Bringing compulsory general education 
and an improved public health system along 
with electricity and increased irrigation, 
the Soviet Union has raised substantially 
the standard of living for the Uzbeks. But, 
as in many other republics, Moscow faces 
strong, subtle resistance to efforts that 
would destroy deeply held local traditions. 
The restoration of the ancient cities, in 
addition to attracting anxiously needed 
tourist hard currency, are a recognition of 
local sensitivities. 

Historically a docile people who have 
been subjected to continuous domination 
by stronger powers, the Uzbeks and their 
Central Asian neighbors still nurture 
nationalistic feelings stimulated by increas- 
ed education. 

“Where are you from?” a group of Uzbek 


students asked a Russian guiding Amer- 
icans. When she said she was a local, 
the boys asked where she was bora. The 
guide again said, "Here." 

“Why don’t we see Uzbek girls working 
as guides?” they asked. 

"We have Uzbek girls working— come to 
the office and see for yourselves,” the 
guide answered. 

The old towns are not easily restored 
because the walls and bouses were made 
mostly of mud and straw. In typical 
style, a Uzbek home shows a blank wall 
a nd only a single door to the street. 
Inside, the rooms are set around a square 
leaving an open yard in the middle. 

“The old people do not want to leave 
these houses to move to the new. con- 
crete houses on the edge of the city.” one 
local expert said. “They would rather 
live here in then; clay houses.” At two 
buildings, workmen are carefully setting 
new glazed tiles In walls where the old 
ones have disappeared. 

“The new tiles are not as good as the 
old ones," the authority said. ‘The old 
masters had a secret which we cannot 
duplicate.” An ancient art of handcarving 
wooden doors is also .nearly lost, as well 
as the finer styles of making ceramic 
dishes. Udaeks still make huge, colorful 
deep plates, but the modern ones invariably 
have defects the old ones did not. 

They serve their national style of pOaff 
in those plates, piled high, one far every 
two guests.” the expert explained. 

In the museums, the Soviet Culture 
Ministry displays show the evils of the 
old Moslem life compared with the benefits 
of modern socialism. Islam, the posters 
assert, meant slavery, heavy taxes, polyg- 
amy, arbitrary arrests and executions and 
support for a cruel feudal system. 

Only 8,000 foreign tourists saw Khiva last 


year because there is only one, deteriorat- 
ing hotel and restaurant to accommodate 
them in Urgench, 20 miles away. 

“We cannot receive all those who wish 
to visit u&" Madiyar Khudalbergenov, 
first secretary of the regional Communist . 
party. 

Bukhara also suffers from a drastic 
shortage of travel faculties. A new hotel 
which has taken more than eight years to 
build stands empty without explanation, 
its signs flashing most of the night. 

Where there were once 150 schools for 
training Moslem religious teachers, there 
is now just one with 50 students, the only . 
Moslem training center In the Soviet 
Union. Many of its students win go to 
other countries to work because of the 
limits the Soviet government places on 
religious practice. 

Bukhara, a city of 240,000, and Samar- 
kand, 300,000, each have only one function- 
ing mosque. 

With a history officially claimed to be 
more than 2,500 years old, Samarkand is 
an archaeologists’ dream just beginning 
to reveal its secrets. 

Only three men and a woman supervisor 
could be seen digging at one site where 
work was started nearly 100 years ago to 
discover t.h«» HtmgngWi» of an ancient 
neighborhood. 

About 30.000 foreign tourists visit Samar- 
kand year, including many Americans 
who come unprepared for the intense heat 
and dryness of the long summer and 
general hardships of tourism In the Soviet 
Union. 

“Why do these old people come here?" 
one local redden t asked. “They do not 
want to get off the bus; they can't walk 
around. When they get to Urgench they 
do not want to ride the rest of the way 
to Khiva."
